LB 100 allows the Auditor of Public Accounts, alydime, to analyze any potential problems related
to the effectiveness, efficiency or performancestafe programs the auditor discovers. The auditor
will analyze the matter and immediately report finelings to the Legislative Performance Audit
Committee.

Currently, the auditor is allowed to report, durittge normal course of an audit, any potential
problems related to the effectiveness or efficientygovernment to the Legislative Performance
Audit Committee which then decides whether to cohdiperformance audit.

The bill also provides that in the course of cotidgcsuch analysis, the auditor will have accesslto
records of any public entity, in whatever form avda the records may be, unless the auditor's access
to the records is specifically prohibited or linditey federal or state law.
